The United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland, the Dominions, India, the 
territories administered by His Majesty’s Governments in the Dominions under mandate or 
otherwise, the British Colonies, the British Protectorates and protected States, and the Mandated 
Abad tags of Tanganyika, the Cameroons under British Mandate and Togoland under British 
Mandate.”’ 


THE THIRD SCHEDULE. 
SECTION 4. 


4, Anything in the next preceding two sections to the contrary notwithstanding the articles 
enumerated in the Third Schedule to this Law when imported into the Island for temporary use either 
by an owner or by an exhibitor but not for sale, provided that the articles enumerated in items 2 and 3 
had been in use abroad, shall be admitted on the security of a deposit of thirty per centum of the duties 
leviable on similar articles if imported for Island use, such deposit to be refunded on the exportation of 
the articles by the owner or exhibitor within two months of importation. Should the articles not be 
exported within two months of importation the Collector shall withhold a sum equal to five per centum 
of the duty payable at time of importation for each month or part of a month during which such articles 
are kept in the Island beyond the specified period of two months up to the limit of eight months. But 
if not exported within eight months of the date of importation, the articles shall ke deemed to have been 
finally imported for Island use and shall be entered and the duty thereon paid in the manner prescribed 
by Sections 48 and 49 of Law 18 of 1877, or by any Law passed in amendment thereof or substitution 
ene being made for any deductions already taken and brought to account from the amount 

eposited. 

FY keeles deemed to have been finally imported for Island use, if not entered and duty paid as aforesaid 
shall, if sold or kept in the Island beyond eight months, be liable to be seized as ‘‘uncustomed”’ goods under 
the provisions of Section 156 of Law 18 of 1877 or under any Law passed in amendment thereof or sub- 
stitution therefor or the person appearing as the importer may be proceeded against under Section 34 of 
Law 24 of 1885, or under any Law passed in amendment thereof or substitution therefor. 


THE FOURTH SCHEDULE. 

SecTIon 5. (Law 4 or 1925.) 
4—Section 5 of the principal Law is hereby repealed and the following sectien substituted thereof :— 
“5 The articlces enumerated in the fourth schedule to this Law shall pay duty at the rate of 


five per centum ad valorem : Provided that if they are the growth produce or manufacture 
of the British Empire such articles shall be admitted free of duty.”

22. Paper intended exclusively for the printing of newspapers, magazines or periodicals, invoiced as such 
and supported by a Declaration of Importer that such paper is imported for that purpose only, and 
not to include any sized, water marked or writing paper of any kind. 

23. Personal Effects, not being merchandize, of natives of Jamaica or others domiciled in Jamaica who 
have died abroad. 

24. School requisites, namely: slates and slate pencils, globes, atlases, charts, copy books and maps. 

25. Professional plans and specifications. 

26. Pure bred horses, asses, cattle, sheep, pigs, goats, rabbits and poultry imported for breeding purpose 
and approved of by the Director of Agriculture. 

27. White oak staves and headings for the manufacture of vats, puncheons, hogsheads or barrels to be: 
used as containers for Island Produce. 

28. Tortoise shell and turtle shell, unmanufactured. 

29. Trees, plants, bulbs, cuttings, vines, seeds and grain of all kinds for propagation, or cultivation. 

30. War medals and war decorations; also medals of gold or silver or copper and other metallic articles: 
actually bestowed as or to be competed for as trophies or prizes and received and accepted as honorary 
distinctions. This to include shields and cups and the exemption not to extend to persons stocking 
such articles for purposes of trade. 

31. Wire for fencing, fencing staples and tying wire for fastening the fences. 

32. Jron and steel hoops and iron or steel cut into lengths for making iron and steels hoops. 

33. Caustic soda, Silicate of soda, rosin and washing soda, when imported by a soap manufacturer for 
use in his trade as such. 

34. Leaf tobacco, suitable and intended for cigar wrapping. 

35. Uniform and equipment imported by and for the use of the Jamaica Boy Scouts and Girl Guides 
Associations on the production of a certificate by a Commissioner of either Association.

THIRD SCHEDULE—(Section 4.) 


1, Animals brought into the Island temporarily for the purposes of exhibition or competition for prizes 
site by an Agricultural or Racing Association, and wild animals intended for exhibition in Zoological 
collections. 

2. Theatrical scenery, properties, apparel and other paraphernalia brought by Proprietors or Managers 
of theatrical or other exhibitions.

4. Works of Art, drawings, engravings, photographs, philosophical and scientific apparatus and appli- 
ances brought bv professional artists lecturers or scientists arriving from abroad for use by theme- 
selves temporarily for exhibition and in illustration, promotion and encouragement of Art, Science 
or Industry in the Island and not for sale. 

5. Microscopic slides imported for temporary use by students of natural science. 


FOURTH SCHEDULE—(Sscrtion 5.) 
1. Flags of the British Empire. 

2. Locomotives, tractors, railway rolling stock and parts thereof, rails, railway ties and all materials 
and appliances to be used exclusively for construction and equipment of railways and tramways.

5. Scientific apparatus, utensils, instruments and preparations, including absolute alcohol for preserving 
purposes, imported exclusively for the purpose of prosecuting scientific investigations on behalf of 
any college, academy, school or seminary of learning, and not for sale or exchange, subject to such 
regulations as the Collector General shall prescribe. 

Whenever any local merchant shall have supplied any of the above articles to the Managing Body 
or person in charge of such college, academy, school or seminary of learning for the equipment thereof, 
the purchaser shall be entitled to a refund of the duty proved to have been paid on the first importation 
of such goods, provided they have been imported within the limit of time fixed as the limit within 
which drawbacks may be claimed on goods exported.

LICENSE OF THE GOVERNOR. 


1. Base or Counterfeit Coin and; 

2. All indecent or obscene prints, paintings, books, cards, lithographic orotherengravings, or any other 
indecent or obscene articles are absolutely prohibited to be imported. 

3. Nitro-glycerine or glononic oil or any substance having nitro-glycerine or glononic oil in any form 
as one of its component parts or ingredients, unless thereunto authorised by the general or special 
license of the Governor and in special accordance with all the conditions in such license mentioned or 
referred to and subject to all such general regulations relating to the importation of nitro-glycerine 
as shall for the time being be in force. 

4. The importation of Cattle and Animals, as defined in Law 24 of 1890 and Law 1 of 1898, is prohibited 
from Central America, South America, the Leeward Islands, South Africa and Australia. 

1. The Port of Kingston shall be and the same is hereby declared the only Port in this Island at 
which Foreign Animals and Cattle may be landed. 

2. No person shall land or cause or permit to be landed at any Port or place in this Island any Cattle 
(other than horses, mules, asses and other solipeds) sheep, goats, other ruminants and swine, or the carcase 
or any portion thereof of any animal, or the fodder, litter or dung, or anything used or in connection 
with any animal, or any carcase, imported or brought directly or indirectly, from: any Port or part of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain or Ireland; and the landing of any such cattle, sheep, goats, other 
ruminants and swine as aforesaid, or the carcase or portion thereof of any animal as aforesaid, or the 
fodder, litter, dung or anything used or in connection with any animal as aforesaid, shall be and the same 
is hereby prohibited. 

3. No person shall land or cause or permit to be landed at any Port or place in this Island any horse, 
mule, ass and other solipeds imported, dircetly or indirectly, from any Port or part of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland except subject to and upon compliance with the following conditions:— 

(i) That each consignment of horses, mules, asses and other solipeds be accompanied by :— 

(a) A Certificate from the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries stating that so far as it 
has been possible to ascertain, the following diseases, namely: Dourine, Glanders, 
Farcy, Epizootic, Lymphangitis, Ulcerative Lymphangitis, Mange, Infectious Anemia, 
Surra, Contagious Pleuro-pneumonia, Cattle Plague, Foot and Mouth Disease, Sheep 
Pox, Sheep Scab, Anthrax, or other Contagious Disease known to attack Cattle or 
other Animals, have not existed on the Estate, Farm or the immediate locality where 
such horses, mules, asses or other solipeds have been kept or quartered, for at least 60 
days immediately preceding their embarkation. 

(b) The Certificate of a Veterinary Surgeon or Officer authorised or approved by the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries to issue Certificates of Health of animals intended 
for exportation to a Foreign Country, stating that each animal of the consignment 
has within 14 days prior to the date of embarkation, or as near thereto as possible, 
been subjected to a mallein test (thermal, opthalmic, or intro-palpebral]) for the 
detection of Glanders or Farcy with negative results (reaction), and further that each 
such animal is free from infectious and communicable disease, and has not for at least 
21 days immediately preceding the day of embarkation been exposed by association 
or other means to any infection which is communicable to horses, mules, asses or other 
solipeds. | 

(ii) (a) Upon arrival at the Port of Entry in this Island the Consignee or his Agent shall present 
to the Inspector appoinied under the Law the respective Certificates hereinbefore 
mentioned, and shall submit the animals consigned to him for examination before landing 
subject to such conditions and in such manner as such Inspector may order or direct. 

(b) No animal of any description forming part of any Consignment on the same Vessel 
or Ship shall be removed from such Vessel or Ship or be landed at the Port of Entry 
without the written permission of the Inspector under the Law first had and obtained 
and subject to and in accordance with such condition as he may prescribe in and by 
such Permit or otherwise. 

(c) No carcase, or portion thereof, of any horse, mule, ass or other soliped, and no fodder, 
litter, dung, or other excrement of any such animal shall be landed at any place in this 
Island; and the landing of such carcase, fodder, litter, dung or other excrement. respec- 
tively, shall be and the same are hereby prohibited. Provided nevertheless that such 
things as crates, boxes, halters, ropes, chains, grooming utensils, blankets, as also 
grain, meal and other cereals commonly used as food for animals may te permitted to 
be landed if and after the same shall have been disinfected or treated in such manner 
as the Inspector under the Law may order and direct and in strict accordance with the 
instructions of such Inspector. 
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(d) All soiled and broken litter, as well as the dung or other excrement of animals on the 

| vessel or Ship at the time of arrival at the Port of Entry shall be placed in a receptacle 
approved by the Inspector under the Law, and shall be disinfected or treated in such 
manner as he may approve or direct, and shall thereafter be dumped into the sea 
beyond a limit of 3 miles from the shore. 

(iii) (a) After any horse, mule, as or other soliped shall be landed in conformity with the Law 

and any Regulations or Order thereunder, and in accordance with the provisions of this 

Order, such animal shall, upon being landed, be removed by such means in such manner 

and subject to such conditions as the Inspector under the Law may order or direct, to a 

stable, shed, enclosure, place or premises, approved by such Inspector, for the purpose of 

quarantine, and shall there be kept in quarantine and isolated from all other animals for a 

period of not less than 14 days, exclusive of the day of landing, or for such longer period 

-as such Inspector recommend, and the Governor may from time to time order or direct. 

(b) Notwithstanding the period of quarantine limited by the immediately preceding 
sub-clause, no horse, mule, ass or other soliped so quarantined as aforesaid shall be 
removed from the stable, shed, enclosure, place or premises used for quarantine, iso- 
lation and detention as aforesaid, without the written permission of the Inspector 
under the Law first had and obtained and subject to such conditions as may be set 
forth in such Permit. The release from quarantine of any horse, mule, ass or other 
soliped shall be subject to and be dependent upon the result of re-inspection of any 
such animal, and of any diagnostic examinations or tests which such Inspector may 
deem necessary to employ for the detection of disease. 

(iv) If it shall appear to the Inspector under the Law that any horse, mule, ass or other soliped, 
while in quarantine, is diseased, he may in his discretion cause such animal forthwith to be 
slaughtered or otherwise destroyed; and such Inspector shall keep in quarantine for at least 
14 days from the discovery of disease, or for such longer period as the Governor may from 
time to time determine, any animal which has been in the same enclosure, shed, stable, place 
or premises with such diseased animal. If on the recommendation of such Inspector it be 
deemed expedient by the Governor, or if the disease aforesaid is of such a nature as to be 
dangerous to the health of the live stock of the Island, the Inspector, with the written approval 
of the Governor, shall cause any or all of the animals and their associates or contacts in the 
same enclosure, shed, stable, place or premises, as such diseased animal, to be slaughtered 
or otherwise destroyed. 

4. Notwithstanding anything hereinbefore contained, the Regulations and provisions of sub-clause 
(iii) of Clause 3 of this Order with regard to the quarantining of horses, mules, asses and other solipeds 
permitted to be landed in this Island, shall not apply to any horse, mule, ass or other soliped imported 
or brought directly from the United Kingdom of Great Britain or Ireland as to which the Importer or 
Consignee, or the Agent of such Importer or Consignee, shall declare in writing that such animal is, and 
the Inspector shall believe to be, imported only for Circus, Show, or like exhibition purposes (but not 
Including Racing purposes); and provided that such animal shall, after examination and inspection by 
the Inspector under the Law be found to be free of disease, and the Importer or Consignee, or the Agent 
of the Importer or Consignee shall have furnished the several] Certificates required by sub-clause (i) of 
Clause 3 of this Order and fully complied with the Orders, directions and instructions of the Inspector 
under the Law as required by sub-clause (ii) of Clause 3 of this Order. 

The importation is prohibited of any bird, reptile, amphibian, lower mammal or inseet (under 

Law 23 of 1920) without the written permission of the Governor or some person authorised by the 

Governor. The following list of animals are exempt from the operation of the importation of Animals 

Law 1920 (Section 6): 

Domestic poultry (including fowls, ducks, geese, swans, turkeys, guinea fowls, pheasants, pigeons.) 

Cage birds, live turtle, live fish, rabbits, guinea pigs, bees (Queen). 

5. The importation of dogs is prohibited from all countries except the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland under the following conditions: 

No person shall land, or cause or permit to be landed, at any port or place in this Island, any dog 
imported or brought directly or indirectly from any port or part of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, except subject to and upon compliance with the following provisions:— 

(i) Any dog of a domesticated breed born and reared in the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, or there released from quarantine imposed by the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries, in respect of the disease known as Rabies, may be imported and landed at the port 
of entry in this Island, subject to the following conditions:— 

(a) Each consignment shall be accompanied by a Certificate from the Ministry of Agri- 
culture and Fisheries stating that there has been no Rabies among unquarantined 
dogs or other animals during the 12 months immediately preceding the embarca- 
tion of any dog from the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland for any place 
in this Island. 

(b) Each consignment shall also be accompanied by the Certificate of a Veterinary Sur- 
geon or Officer authorised or approved by the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries 
to issue Certificates of Health of animals for Foreign Export, stating that every dog 
to be shipped to this Island in the consignment is free from infectious or communi- 
cable disease, and has not been exposed for at least 21 days immediately preceding 
embarcation, by association or other means to any infection to which dogs or other 
domesticated animals are liable. 

(ii) Each consignment of dogs shall be shipped directly from the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and shall not associate or be in contact during the voyage, with any dog from 
any country other than the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, or with any dog 
which has been released from quarantine as aforesaid imposed in respect of the disease known 
as Rabies. 
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(iii) On arrival at the port of entry in this Island every dog on the Vessel or Ship, whether con- 
signed to this Island or not, shall be examined on board the vessel or ship by the Inspector 
appointed under the Law, and, if declared free of infectious or communicable disease, may, 
after permission in writing for such landing has been obtained from such Inspector, be landed 
at such port of entry. 

6. No swine imported from the United States of North America or from any part of the Dominion of 
Canada which are unaccompanied by a clean Bill of Health shall be admitted into this island and swine 
which are accompanied by a clean Bill of Health shall be subject to the conditions laid down by the 
Cattle Quarantine Law, 1890, and of any Laws amending the same and regulations framed thereunder. 

7. Bees—No person shall pore into this Island any Queen Bees without making application in writing 
to the Director of Agriculture for permission so to do and observing the terms and conditions by the

8. Bees, Honey or Bee-keeper’s Stock, prohibited to be brought within the limits of this Island by Section 
3 of Law 20 of 1920, save with the permission in writing of the Director of Agriculture. 

9. Boots used on Banana Plantations—(Gazette Notice, No. 328, dated 8th May, 1915, page 421). 

Boots which belong to and have been used by labourers who have worked on banana farms in 
Dutch Guiana, Columbia, Panama, the Canal Zone, Costa Rica, Nicaragua, Guatemala, and Honduras 
are allowed to be imported only on condition that such boots prior to admission to the Island shall be 
soaked in a solution composed of either:—

Islands and any other Dependency of Jamaica) ;

11. Opium or Ganga—(Cannabis Sativa). Section 3 of Law 15 of 1913 prohibits the importation into 
this Island of any prepared opium or ganga (Cannabis Sativa). 

12. The importation is prohibited of: Banana plants, suckers, cuttings or any parts thereof or any earth 
or soil or any goods, packages, articles, coverings or things in which the said banana plants, suckers, 
cuttings or parts thereof may be or may have been packed or otherwise contained, and any tools or 
implements of labour usually employed in the cultivation of bananas that may have come either 
directly or indirectly from any countries of Central or South America or the Island of Trinidad. (Vide 
Proclamation published in Gazette, 5th April, 1917, page 257.) 

13. The importation of foreign rum and coffee is prohibited under 17 Victoria C. 29. 

14. The importation is prohibited of Shaving Brushes manufactured in or exported from Eastern or South- 
eastern Asia, India, Ceylon, Japan, the East Indian Islands or the Phillippine Islands. 

15. Coconuts in the husk. (Gazette of March 17, 1923, page 589.) 

16. Motor Vehicles, the gross weight of which shall exceed 50 cwts. except under special permit granted 
by the Governor in Privy Council (Gazette 12th April, 1923).

DRAWBACKS. 

Section two of the Tariff Law Amendment Law, 1923, Law 23 of 1923 (which substitutes a new section 
for section sixteen of the Principal Law) is hereby repealed and the following section is susbtituted for 
section sixteen of the Principal Law:— 
$16. If any goods, wares and merchandise upon which any duty shall have been paid under this Law, are 

duly exported within two years of their first importation there shall be a drawback in respect of such 
goods of an amount equal to the preferential duty mentioned in the column headed ‘preferential Tariff’ 
of the first Schedule to this Law: provided that where any duty has been paid on goods exported as ships 
stores or on any of the articles enumerated in the Fourth Schedule to this Law there shall be a draw- 
back equal to the amount of duty paid if the article is exported within two years of its importation; 
provided further that such goods are exported in the original, whole and unbroken packages in which 
the same were imported, and that no drawback of duty shall be allowed unless-the amount of drawback 
on any one transaction is not less than four shillings.” 

3. Goods, wares and merchandise upon which any duty under Law 2 of 1922 shall have been paid, 

on its being proved to the satisfaction of the proper Officer of Customs that a mistake has been made 

and that such goods are not the goods ordered by the Importer and that such goods have been returned 

to the Exporter, if duly exported within three months of their first importation, shall receive a 

drawback of the full duties paid on importation. 

17. The duty paid on provisions and stores supplied by local merchants or contractors to His Majesty’s 
Navy or Military Authorities in this Island for the use of His Majesty’s Navy or Army, or to Naval 
Officers, or Naval Messes or to other branches of the Public Service and to Public Institutions, shall 
be refunded under such conditions and regulations as may from time to time be prescribed by the 
Governor in Privy Council. 
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Provided that such drawback or refund shall be limited to such articles as would have been entitled 
to be admitted free of duty, had they been in the first instance consigned to the purchaser. 

18. There shall be paid a drawback equal to the duty paid on their importation on shipbuilding materials, 
or accessories of any kind for shipbuilding which shall have been imported into this Island and used 
in the ¢ nstruction or repairs of foreign-going vessels of any kind, on presentation to the Chief Officer 
of Customs at the port of importation of a certificate to the effect that such materials and accessories 
have been used as aforesaid under the hand of the builder or repairer of such vessel or boat, who used 
the same together with a declaration from such builder or repairer that he believes such ship-building 
materials and accessories to have been imported into the Island. 

Paints and oils used in painting any foreign-going ship while temporarily in port shall be included 
in the term accessory. 

19. Drawback of duties shall not be payable on goods which have become unmerchantable subsequent 
to importation or which have been in actual and bona fide use. 

20. Where imported materials on which duty has been paid are used in the manufacture or putting up 
of articles manufactured or produced in this Island there shall be allowed on the exportation of such 
articles a drawback equal in amount to the duty paid on such materials so used: Provided, that when 
the articles exported are made in part from domestic materials, the imported materials or the parts 
of the articles made from such materials shall so appear in the completed articles, that the quantity 
or measure thereof may be ascertained. 

Provided also that where the actual quantity or measure cannot be ascertained by ordinary 
method it shall be lawful for the Governor in Privy Council by regulation made under Section 16 of 
this Law to approve an approximate scale of drawback. 

21. On the exportation of bread or biscuit manufactured in this Island of imported flour, there shall be 
paid a drawback equal to the duty mentioned in the column headed “Preferential Tariff’’ of the First 
Schedule, on the flour used in making the same, but not to exceed the duty payable on a like quantity 
of bread or biscuit imported. 

22. The several drawbacks under this Law shall be subject to the regulations and provisions of the several 
Acts or Laws for the time being in force with reference to such drawbacks. 

23. In construing the language employed in Schedule 2 of this Law to describe articles intended to be free 
of duty the articles named as free must be considered in their primary character in relation to the use 
under which exemption is given. When the character of such articles has been added to, modified or 
changed by embellishment or combination with some other article whose primary character is other 
than that described against the article on the free list the consideration as to whether the composite 
article is liable to duty shall be the relative value of the component parts considered under the two 
schedules of the tariff, viz.:—the schedule imposing duty and the schedule granting exemption. If 
the value of the dutiable portion exceeds the value of the portion coming under a description on the 
free list then duty shall be charged on the composite article; but if the value of the portion formed by 
any items appearing on the free list exceeds the value of the portion not exempted then the article 
considered in its complete character shall be exempt from duty. 


No. 593.—The Acting Governor in Privy Council on the 31st July, 1928, under Section 4 of Law 4 
of 1869, made the following Rules for regulating the procedure where drawback is claimed upon exporta- 
tion of merchandise or shipments of stores or where stores are shipped ex-warehouse. 


Rules made by the Governor tn Privy Council under Section 4 of Law 4 of 1869, for regulating the procedure 
where drawback 1s claimed upon exportation of merchandise or shipment of stores, or where stores are 
shipped ex-warehouse. 

Save as hereinafter laid down in the case of goods exported through the post, before drawback may be 
allowed on any goods exported such goods shall be entered in triplicate in accordance with form A contained 
in the appendix to these Rules. 

2. Full details of any goods to be presented for shipment on drawback must be given on the export 
entry, which shall be supported, in the case of goods subject to advalorem duties, by the invoice that 
accompanied such goods on their importation, and by such other documents substantiating the accuracy 
of the particulars entered as the proper Officer of Customs shall require; provided that if the exporter 
shall present an extract from or copy of the said invoice, giving all details relating to the package or packages 
to be exported contained in such invoice, then such extract or copy, on being compared with the original 
invoice, shall be certified as a true extract or copy by the Officer to whom the export entry is presented, 
and the invoice may thereupon be returned to the exporter; provided further that in cases where the Chief 
Officer of Customs at any port shall be satisfied that it is impracticable to produce the said invoices, extracts 
or copies prior to shipment of any goods for drawback and if he shall be satisfied that an account may be 
taken of such goods sufficient for purposes of revenue protection, he may at his discretion, and subject to 
such conditions as he shall deem necessary, permit entry for drawback without production thereof; but in 
every such case the invoices, extracts or copies certified as aforesaid shall be lodged with the said Chief 
Officer of Customs within three days of the shipment of such goods. 

3. Before any goods shall be examined for drawback, the original and duplicate copies of the export 
entry shall be produced to the Examining Officer together (in the case of goods chargeable with duty ad- 
valorem) with the invoice, or certified copy thereof or extract therefrom, and other supporting documents 
as aforesaid. 

4. All goods presented for exportation on drawback shall be shipped in the original whole and unbroken 
packages in which they were imported, containing the full original distinguishing marks and numbers 
as shown on the invoice or import entry, and without any additional wrapper or covering of any description. 
Provided that where under any special provision of the Law for the time being in force, the goods exported 
are goods returned to the supplier as not being the goods ordered to be imported, the requirement as to whole 
and unbroken packages may be dispensed with, if the Collector of Customs shall be satisfied that the identity 
of the goods exported with the goods imported can be established. 


eee 
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5. No goods may be shipped for drawback save from a wharf approved as a landing place having a 
Special Store attached thereto, provided that in any particular case where the Chief Officer of Customs 
at any port.shall be satisfied that a hardship would be caused by the strict observance of this Rule, and if 
arrangements may conveniently be made for the due examination and immediate shipment of such goods 
from some other wharf, he may sanction the shipment thereof on drawback subject to such additional 
‘conditions as he may deem necessary. 

6. All goods entered for drawback shall be examined by the proper Officer of Customs at the wharf 
-whence such goods are intended to be shipped, and if, on account of the non-arrival of the exporting vessel, 
such goods may not immediately be shipped, they shall be removed forthwith to a Special Store at the 
game wharf and there kept under official custody until the time of shipment; and the officer who conducts 
the examination shall retain the invoice or certified extract or copy and other documents, and forward 
‘them to the shipping officer, attached to the original and duplicate copies of the export entry. 

7. The Collector of Customs at the port of Kingston shall issue instructions, subject to the approval 
of the Collector General, fer regulating the extent of the examination of any particular goods or class of 
goods entered for exportation on drawback at any port; provided that such instructions shall not prevent 
the said Collector, or the Chief Officer of Customs of any port from requiring in any particular case an 
examination greater in extent than that laid down in such instructions. 

8. Immediately upon the examination of any goods entered for drawback and required by these rules 
to be taken to a Special Store, such goods shall be plainly marked in such manner and colour as the Collector 
of. Customs of the port of Kingston shall direct; and where any goods so marked are short shipped, the 
marks shall be obliterated before the goods are removed from the Special Store; and any person who shall 
remove any package contrary hereto shall incur a penalty of fifty pounds. 

9. Upon the examination of any goods entered for drawback, the Examining Officer shall complete 
the certificate required on the back of both the original and duplicate copies of the export entry, and where 
he shall have marked any package in accordance with the preceding Rule, he shall state the number 
and nature of such marks for the information of the officer shipping the goods. 

10. At every approved landing place whence goods are at any time to be shipped for drawback, there 
shall be kept a register of examinations of drawback goods in such form as the Collector General shall 
require, and where any goods are examined for drawbacks, a full record of the nature and extent of the 
examination shall be made therein at the time of examination, or within two hours thereof if it is only 
practicable to take rough notes of the examination at the time when it shall be made. ~ 

11. All goods which shall have been examined for drawback shall, upon shipment thereof, be certified 

as shipped by the proper Officer of Customs in the space provided on the original and duplicate copies of 
the form of entry; and such certificate shall be supported by the receipt of the Master or Mate of such vessel, 
and shall state in words the number and kind of packages. 
12. No drawback shall be allowed on any goods shipped as stores save upon application in triplicate 
made according to Form B contained in the appendix to these Rules, containing the several particulars 
required thereby, signed by the Master of such vessel, and showing the full quantity of duty free stores 
required, whether to be shipped ex-warehouse or on drawback; provided that in the case of a vessel making 
less than 12 hours stay in port, such application may be signed by the Agent or person duly authorised by 
the Agent to sign on his behalf, pending the counter-signature of the Master on arrival of the vessel. 

13. No greater quantity of goods may be shipped as stores upon any vessel than the Collector or proper 
‘Officer of Customs shall deem necessary for the use of such ship, having regard to the number of the crew 
and passengers on board, and the probable duration of the voyage on which she is about to depart. 

14. All goods exported as ships’ stores upon which drawback may be required shall be entered in like 
manner and shall be subject to the same conditions as regards production of invoices and other documents, 
€xamination, marking and certification of examination and shipment as goods exported as cargo; provided 
that the receipt on board of such stores shall be certified by the Purser or other officer responsible for the 
receipt of stores, and countersigned by the Master. 

15. All goods shipped ex-warehouse as ships’ stores shall be dealt with in a manner similar to stores 
shipped on drawback, save that the production of invoices may be dispensed with unless demanded in 
any particular case by the proper Officer of Customs, and provided further that entry shall be made in 
duplicate in the Form C in the appendix to these Rules. 

16. Samples of all goods shipped for drawback, whether as merchandise or stores, shall be drawn by 
the Examining Officer prior to shipment to the extent laid down in any instructions issued by the Collector 
of Customs, Kingston, with the approval of the Collector General from time to time. 

17. Where, owing to the nature of the packing of any goods entered for drawback, it is impracticable 
or undesirable for them to be examined at the wharf whence they are to be exported, the Chief Officer of 
Customs at any port may sanction their examination, upon the receipt of a written request to do so, at the 

mises of the exporter, if he shall be satisfied that such request is reasonable, subject to payment of a 
feo of 5/- for every hour or part of any hour which the Examining Officer occupies in examining the goods 
and in proceeding to and fom the place of examination, and the payment of the Examining Officer’s and for 
Guard’s out-of-pocket expenses. Provided that every such package immediately upon examination thereof 
shall at the expense of the exporter be wired and sealed, so that none of its contents may be abstracted. 
Provided also that such package shall be placed in charge of a Customs Guard from the time of examination 
until such time as it is delivered into the custody of the proper Officer of Customs at the wharf whence it is 
to be shipped. Nothing in this Rule shall be held to prevent the proper Officer of Customs, should he 
deem such a course necessary, from further examining such goods at any time prior to their shipment. 

18. A record of examination under Rule 17, and of any subsequent examination shall be made as 
goon as is practicable in the register mentioned in Rule 10, and the certificate of original examination as 
well as the certificate of any subsequent examination that may be made at the wharf, shall be given on the 
original and duplicate copies of the export entry. 

19. The supe copy of each export entry after being compared in the Collector General’s Office 
with the original and certified as correct in all respects, shall be the voucher for the refund of duties claimed 
as drawback. 
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20. Goods which have been imported by Parcels Post may be re-exported on drawback by Parcels. 
Post. in accordance with these Rules modified as follows;— 

(a) Submission of goods intended to be exported to a Collector or Sub-Collector of Customs or a 
Collector or Assistant Collector of Taxes (or in Kingston the Parcels Post Clerk), for exami- 
nation shall be considered the equivalent of entry. 

(b) Certificates of examination shall be made by such officer, and recorded in a book at his offiee 
kept according to Rule 17. 

(c) If the original Parcels Post Declarant is produced, it may be accepted in lieu of the original 


invoice. 

(d) The receipt of the Post Office shall be accepted as equivalent to a certificate of shipment. 

(e) The exporter shall notify his intention to export any goods on drawback by Parcels Post im 
the Form D contained in the appendix to these Rules, and such form shall also serve as the. 
voucher for the refund of the duties paid on importation. 

21. The Rules made by the Governor in Privy Council on 14th May, 1912, are hereby repealed 
22. These Rules shall come into force on the first day of September, 1928.

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2. FORESTRY. 
There is no Department of Forestry in Jamaica, in consequence of which information is not available 
as to the acreage of forest lands. The cutting of timber is done spasmodically here and there, but not 
as a generally recognized industry, and the possibilities of development are not encouraging in view of 
the broken nature of the country and the lack of transport facilities. 

In December, 1927, the afforestation Law, 1927—Law 33 of 1927 was passed, and on 3rd July, 1928, 
the Acting Governor in Privy Council, under the power conferred on him by Section 3 (a) of this 
Law, made an order declaring certain Government lands, aggregating about 30,310 acres, to be a Forest 
Reserve. On Ist March, 1929, an Assistant Conservator of Forests, attached to the Lands Department 


was appointed.

(b) Entries made in the Official Visitors’ Book 
of the Institution by the Superintending 
Medical Officer, and by the Official Visitors, 
are transmitted to the Governor. 

(c) Reports of inspection by the Medical Store- 
keeper are made to the Superintending 
Medical Officer.

The mean barometric pressure for 7 a.m. was 29.922 ins., and for the 3 p.m. 29.877 ins. By applying 
the corrections for the diurnal variation to each, a mean of 29.910 is derived, which is 0.022 inch below the 
33-year normal of 29.932 ins. 

The year 1933 has shewn, consistently, for each month, with the exception of February and December, 
a barometric pressure below the normal as tabulated below :— 


Inch. Inch 
January - 0.025 July — 0.027 
February + 0.013 August — 0.027 
March - 0.015 September _ 0.025 
April — 0.034 October - 0.061 
May - 0.012 November — 0.025 
June — 0.043 December -- 0.027 


These figures give a mean for the whole year 1933, of 0.022 inch below that of the 33-year normal. 
The rainfall for February and December being so very deficient, evidently increased the barometric pressure. 
There were marked departures in June of 0.043, and in October of 0.061 inch; the heaviest rains were 
recorded during these two months. 

Almost similar barometric conditions prevailed in the years 1931 and 1932. 

The month of February recorded the highest mean pressure of 29.994 ins., and October, the lowest 
mean of 29.804 ins., owing to weather disturbance appearing to the south of Jamaica during the early days 
of the month, also to the hurricane crossing western Jamaica on 29th October. 

The mean annual temperature, based upon four observations per day, was 78.3 degs., or 0.4 deg. below 
the 33-year normal of 78.7 degs. Thehighest maximum temperature was 92.3 degs. on April 13th, and the 
lowest minimum temperature 63.1 degs.on December 9th. The greatest monthly extreme range was 25.6 
degs. in March, and the lowest range 19.7 degs. in October. The mean monthly extreme range was 23.0 
degs. or 0.2 deg. greater than the year previous. 

The anemometer records shew a mean total miles of wind per day of 177, as compared with the 20-year 
normal of 182. The months of February, April and October were above the normals. The months of 
January, June, August, September, November and December were below, and the months of May and 
July registered normals. The maximum mean of 227 miles occurred in July, and minimum mean of 125 
occurred in November. 

The mean relative humidity for the 7 a.m. observations was 83%, which shews one per cent. above the 
normal of 82%, and the 3 p.m. shews 68%, the normal being 69%. The general mean for the year gives 
79%, which corresponds with the 33-year normal of 79%. 


Neerit Point Licot House. 


The extreme maximum temperature was 93.7 degs. on 30th July, and the extreme minimum temper- 
ature was 62.9 degs. on 23rd February. The greatest range was 27.0 degs. in February and the least range 
18.7 degs. in October. The greatest monthly rainfall was 18.85 inches in October, owing to the hurricane 
over western parishes on 29th October, and the least was 0.16 inch in February. The total number of rainy 
days for the year was 156. October had 21 days, and February only 3. The year’s rainfall shewed a total 
of 77.07 ins., which is nearly 5U% above the normal. 


Morant Point Ligut House. 


The extreme maximum temperature was 88.2 degs. on 29th August, and the extreme minimum was 
61.8 degs., on 2nd March. The greatest monthly rainfall was 23.97 ins. in October, coincident with the 
time of the October hurricane; and the least rainfall was 1.23 inch in March. The year’s rainfall total was 
94.59 inches, as against the 60-year normal of 66.67 ins., or nearly 50% above the normal. Excessive 
rainfalls were recorded from June to November, in each of these six months; the amount was much above tho 
normal. There were 193 rainy days, giving an average of 0.48 inch per iainy day.

Letters, Newspapers, and Book-packets which are wholly unpaid will be liable to a surcharge equal 
to double the prepaid rate; and if they be insufficiently prepaid, to a surcharge equal to double the 


deficiency. 

Private Post Cards prepaid by means of half-penny postage stamps may be sent by the Inland Post 
on the following conditions:— : 

They must be of ordinary card-board not thicker than the material used for the Official Inland 
Post Card. The maximum size must correspond as nearly as possible with the size of the Inland Official 
Card, and minimum size must not be less than 4 by 2? inches. 

The rules and regulations relating to the Official Inland Post Card, and to the Official Foreign and 
Private Post Cards, apply equally to Inland Private Post Cards. 

A Private Post Card which does not conform to the above conditions will be treated as a letter and 
charged accordingly. 

The Postage on a parcel must be fully prepaid or it cannot be forwarded. 

A Book Packet may not exceed 3 pounds in weight; nor 2 feet in length or 1 foot in width or depth 
except it be intended for transmission by Inland Parcels Post. 

A Parcel] may not exceed 16 ounces in weight, 2 feet in length nor 1 foot in width or depth, except 
it be intended for transmission Inland Parcels Post. 

Magazines printed and published in Jamaica, provided they are issued in consecutive numbers at 
intervals of not more than 31 days, are admitted to the inland mail at 4d. per copy, irrespective of weight. 

Newspapers, Book-packets and Parcels must be posted without a cover or in a cover open at the 
ends or sides so as to admit of the contents being easily withdrawn for examination; the mere clipping of the 
corners or of the sides of an envelope or other cover is insufficient. They must not contain any letter 
or communication of the nature of a letter, nor anything that may injure the Officers of the Post Office 
or the contents of the Mail Bags. 

If any letter or communication of the nature of a letter be found in a Newspaper, Book-packet or 
Parcel it will be withdrawn and surcharged at the Wholly Unpaid Letter-rate of Postage. If inseparable 
the whole Packet will be liable to the Letter-rate of Postage. 

The following may, however, be transmitted at printed paper rate: 

Old Letters, which have apparently passed through the Post before and have served their original 


Copies of Letters which do not bear a present date and which it is manifest are not serving the purpose 
of original letters. 

Letters which are intended for publication in a Newspaper or otherwise. 

Circulars, t.e., which, according to internal evidence, are being sent in identical terms to several persons 
and the whole or greater part of which is printed, engraved or lithographed. 

Such letters and circulars must not, however, be closed in any manner and must be so put up as to 
admit of easy examination of their contents. 

Any letter or other Mail Matter may be registered on pre-payment of the Registration Fee and Postage. 

Packet containing Money, Jewellery or other Value, must be registered and must be prepaid at the 
Letter-rate of Postage. 

Any Packet found to contain Value, but not registered will be liable to a surcharge equal to double 
the Registration Fee, viz., fourpence. 

N.B.—By Law the Post Office is not liable for the loss of any registered Letter or of its contents, but 
in order to meet the requirements of the Postal Union Treaty, the Postmaster for Jamaica will be prepared 
to make good the contents of a Rea@isTeRED LETTER lost while passing through the Post to the extent of 
two pounds, in certain cases. 

Provipep—1. That the sender duly observed all the conditions of registration required. 

2. That the letter was securely enclosed in a reasonably strong envelope. 

3. That application was made to the Postmaster for Jamaica immediately the loss was 
discovered. (When the complaint is that the contents of a letter have been 
abstracted the envelope must accompany the application, otherwise the question 
cannot be entertained.) 

4. That the Postmaster for Jamaica (whose decision shall be final) is satisfied that the 
loss ocgurred while the letter was in the custody of the Jamaica Post Office and 
was not caused by any fault on the part of the sender.
